luid eiimliinations of two materlala. 
Till' priiiei|ial changed are in the drap- 
ery, anil ill nn ntlempt t<ilangthcn shon 
skirt-s, making tliow of i.tn>et dresflct 
liarely i sea|ii. the ground, while tlios* 
for till' limise louili the floor. Tli< 
plaitH ncros.s the hiu'k of akirts, iimteail 
of being abandoned, are InoraMKi 
number from Ihrec lo tlx, the aildeil 
one* being very short, and set In only a 
few inches Ivliiw lIu- so that tho* 
muv take the plaee of the warm haA 
ciisliion, though thii cnahlon It atlll 
used by many French modiatea. 

The foiiniCttion skirt remains iilxiut 
two yards and a quarter in width. The 
lower skirl of Ihe droas material is very 
full and Rtraiglit, being almost a regu- 
lar Mother Hubbard akirt, and ia vix- 
Ibki to a greater height below or be- 
tween the draperies than In winter 
dreaaeo. 8onietlnii«'thiH .skirt is gath- 
ered all around at the top, ami sewed 
to tlie foundutlon skirt, but iu most 
oaaoa it la iMU-tly plain and partly gath- 
ered, oroTae plaited in wide, looa» look- 
ing plaits in the sides or liehind, or 
wherever it is not covcnvl hy ilra|H^iy. 

The now dra|iorict are arranged Tory 
long ill the front aW bMk, la«riu ioth 
•idea of the lower skirt nncoTeroafrom 
the Ih'Ii down. The front driipery 
ilnips ill a iminl toward the right siile", 
Is iiig iiiiulu very wido and full of plait- 
ing into the bolt; It ia thoo caught up 
In plaits on the loft hip, and falls in ik 
curve to the foot on the right, leaving 
its right side ipiile straight. This fjili- 
lier, it will bo seen, exposes Inith sides 
of tlio lower nkirt, whiflh may Iw in 
longthwiso plaits on both sides, or it 
may have stripes of tlie material or 
bands of velvet ribbon or plush woven 
in tlio fabric, or rows of emhroideiy on 
a deep fall of laoc, or el.se for light sum- 
mer fnbrios tliero may b« many narrow 
ruffles of silk or of laoe, with a tund of 
velvet ribbon hooding each, nio back 
drapiTy is conlineil to a verv narrow 
»|>iu e wlieii plaileil or gallien'sl to tlie 
belt, but it is very full, and may hang 
straight to the foot, or else bo opened in 
tho middle and droop In two long nar- 
row iwints that agam disclos.! the full 
lower skirt Flounces all around the 
skirt are seldom soon, oven as a linish 
to the toot, but are uaod in very nar- 
row widths to cover tho sides or per 
haps tho front of a skirt, while the full 
lower skirt, when maile of wide laee or 
embroidery or any ono of tho bordcrml 
or bt^adon striped fabrics, is, lu point 
of fact, merely one deep flounce, giving 
tlio oflbot of a fall round skirt 

Basques remain short with high darts, 
giving tho api>earance of a long Hlonder 
waist but those of lliiii faliric-s have, 
fuller trimmings iu front that the llal 
garnitures of winter diossoa. The full

On the olln r hand, if 
tho sky be a dull gray, and the sun rises 
clear, gradually dispersing the vapors.

The sunset is very unreliable. Often 
a beautiful sunset will lie followed by a 
bad day. Aftcraraiiiv iliiy, Huddenly 
at sunset in the far west, will appear 
a magnificent streak of crimson (not 
copper-color)— this generally forutoils 
a fine day. A tinted halo round the 
sun at selling occurs in long-contlnuiid 
rainy weatlior. A halo round the moon, 
espocially if aome distance frtim it is 
4nre indfoation of downfall at hand. 

Itainbows are unndiablc, except they 
occur ii) tho morning, when raiii may 
be expected. Sun-<loga andfragmenu 
of prismatic colors during the day 
show continued unsettled weather. A 
dazzling metallic Inater on folUge dur- 
ing a elondloss day In summer pre- 
cedes a change. 

Hugupilcd-up ma.--sesof whilccloud 
in a blue sky during winter indicate 
snow or hail. If small, dark clouds 
float below the upper ones, moving 
faster than they, rain will follow, as it 
will if, in the morning, pale brown, 
smoke-liko clouds are floating about 
|(ed-tlngcd clouds, high np at evening, 
aro followed by wind, occasionally by 
rain. 

Mists at evening over low-lying 
ground or near a river, precede fine 
and warm davs. If a mist in the morn- 
ing clears off as tho snn gels higher, it 
will be fine; but If it settles down 
again after lifting a little, rain is at 
hand. No dew in the morning is 
mosHy followed by rain, ami a heavy 
d.'W in the evening by a line day. Kaiii 
follows two or throe consecutive hoar 
frosts. A shower of hail in tho day 
lime is usually followed bv frost at 
niirht. If, afliT rain, iliops of water 
slill hanj,' on the branches and twigs, 
and to window frames, the rain will re- 
turn, but if they fall, and the wood, 
work ilrieg, (liie wcallier Is at hand. 

Stones turn il:imp Is'fore wet; at the 
seme time it must lie observed that the 
fact of their doing so does not invaria- 
bly Indicate rain, for they will do so 
occiusidiially iHifore heut. ^ 

.Smoke d'e.siending bcavilv to the 
ground is the ' sign of very' doubtful 
weatlier. 

Objects at great distances, which ai'o 
generally imlislinotly siM'n. or even not 
seen at all, sometimes loom out clear 
and distinct When this liap|M.ns, bad 
weather or change of wind ensm s. A 
well-known instance of thi.s is the lale 
of Wight, as seen from Soutbsca. II 
the opiKisile shore is nlearly soon, there 
Is rain alKiiit. If, at night", after iM-ing 
blown out and exposed to the outer air, 
tlie wick of a candle continues lo 
ninoldur a lung lime, the - next day will 
be line. Groon-colored sky betokens 
nnsetlled bad weather, often long con- 
tinued. 

If, on a fine day, tlie dust suddenly 
i1<iu in a revolving, spiral oolnmn, railk 
!b near. 

Tho liowlin,; of the wind indicates. 
In moat hou^rn, but nut Invariably, thai 
downfall Is i-ear. In some liouses. 
i wing to th»ir constrU'Stion, the wind 
rlwnvs mono.?. Wherever Uie wind is 
at the linii' of the vernal eipiinox 
<Harcli -n ami lln reab lutu). that will 
the |irev;i-i|iiig wiml tliiiinghout the 
liexl Uiree li;i.|illis. 

If 111.' staM appear u.msually numer- 
ous, and the 'milky way" very clearly 
deliiied, with Ihe surrounding sky dark, 
or if there lie a misty appearance over 
the stars, rain is coming; while if there 
Iw but few stars, and those very bright 
and sparkling, in a pale, ateely sky, ii 
will be fine. 

.Swine, Ix'fore rain, aro unusually 
noisy and icsllcss. Swallows in Hno 
weather will fly high, and at the ap- 
proach of rain olose to the ground; but 
the latter does not apply If the day is 
cold, in which case they hawk very 
'ow. 

Common sparrows washing vigor- 
ously in a puddle on the road, or at tho 
edge of running water, is a sure sign 
of rain. A baker, who kept a parrot 
in the dry atmosphere of the bake- 
officcs, noticed that a few hours before 
rain the bird took an imaginary bath, 
fluttering, as if splashing water, aud 
grM^|nw feathers.— OEissiTs Am-

Th* Dlaoaanir*n<enU Which the Homg 
I*o€t IlAd tu Overroine. 
Hawthorne once .said iu speaking of 
his own early life ami llie days at Bow- 
doin College, where he and Longfellow 
were In the same cl.qss, thai no two 
young men could bavo been more un- 
like. Longfellow, he explained, was a 
tremendous student, and always care- 
fully dressed, while he himself was ex- 
tremely careless of his a|ii)earance, no 
student at all aud entirely incapable 
at that Doriod of appreciating Longfel- 
low. Later in life a warm friendship 
;rew up Jwtwcen them, and I find a 
little note from Longfellow in which be 
says lie has hod a .«ad letter frinn Ilaw- 
tnorae, and adds: "I wish we could 
have a little dinner for him, of two sad 
anthors and two jolly publishers, no- 
body else!" 

Of Longfellow's student days Mr. 
Fields once wrote: "I hope they keep 
bright the little room numbered twen- 
ty-seven in Main Hall in Bowdoin Col- 
lego, for it was In that pleasant apart- 
ment, looking out on the pine groves, 
that the young poet of iiinelecn wrote 
many of thoso beautiful earlier pieces, 
now collected in his works. ITiese 
early poems were all composed in 1824 
and 182S, during his last years in col- 
lego, and were printed first in a peri- 
odical called the United 8Utta Lilcran/ 
Otuette, the aapient editor of whicii 
magazine onoe kindly advised the 
ardent young scholar to give up poetry 
and buckle down to the study of law! 
'No pood can come of it,' he said; don't 
let him do aiich things; make him stick 
to prosel' Hut the pino-troes waving 
outside his Window kept up a perpetual 
melody in his heart, and ho could not 
choose but sing back to them."— Afrs.

There are three objoctiona being 
raised by the opponent* of the H. & 
C. B. B. proposition, to be voted 
upon this week. The first is that 
there is no guaranty of low freiglit 
ales from a responsible souive. Tlic 
second, tliat tlie magisterial di-liid 
should vote with the cily upon the 
propositiou. The tliird is the nld'ciy 
against "bonded indebtedness,'' which 
is raised by some of our citizens 
whenever public schools, railroads 
or anything else are to be paid for. 

The tirnt of lliesc objections— for 
they l an hiinlly be called nrgiiiiienis, 
was answered by a letter in Friday's 
issue from Gen. Echols, in which he 
says the V. O. & S. W. will be glad to 
make a contract by which they will 
iiave an inlet to the business done al 
this point and that llic terms agreed 
upou will be favorable to Hopkins- 
ville, whoao trade that road desires 
to compete for. It ttiilly to talk of 
an absolute guaranty. Ther« cau be 
no certain guaranty in any bu»lueu 
venture. Sensible men know that 
( ompelitlou is the life of trade and 
observation teaches that lliere can be 
no just discrimination where theitt 
are coniiieting lines of railway. Hop- 
kiusvillo with 7^)0 votes in the stock 
of the U. & C. U. li.ian luive per- 
haps a controlling vc>i< <' ii. the niiii- 
agemeiit of tlic cntei prlM' :iij>l whili' 
this is the case llierc can lie uo ■^vcit.l 
risks Id lake liy aiilini^ llie rnad. 
Those who wish lo lie supinely upon 
their hacks wuilin^ for soini'thin;; lo 
turn lip lhai iiioro nearly acronK 
with their ideas should rciiiember 
that procrastination is what has al- 
ready made vacant store houses on 
soineof our principal streets. II can- 
nut be denied that trade is being di- 
verted from its iiaturul channels to 
other markets, simply because we 
cannot secure reasonable rates to ship 
our freight into and out of the city. 
Shall we be lethai-gic wliile our city 
is being encircled by a railroad that 
is doing us tiie greatest Injury and 
which it Is now claimed ba* recently 
made arrangements lo resume work 
in its construction ? We tliink not 
and we believe the jicople realize 
that now is the lime lo act As to 
the second objection: It must be 
borne in mind that there is no law to 
authorize llic district to vote In ai<l 
any compeling railway connectinn to 
llopkinsvillc and tliat it will be two 
years before such a law could be 
pa.'8ed. The law under wliich this 
prupositioii is made is a special act 
aulhori/.ing a vote in the city alone. 
If there is any olh'er act under which 
district aid might be secured it is a 
law applicable to some otiier compa- 
ny uot in existence and which would 
not authorize aid to be extended to 
secure tliecompetingline we so much 
need. So this objection is utterly 
futile. At the same time it i* highly 
probably that the district outside of 
the city would vote tgalust any such 
proposition, which opposition added 
to negative votes in the city would 
defeat any measure looking to rolief. 

The people of Hopkinsville .-IhiuIiI 
aid the road. They have their money 
inveslcd here. Ihey piiiicipully siillcr 
from exorliilant freight charges and 
tliey are interesled in sccnring sm^h 
relit fas will enable Ihem to success- 
I'lilly lompete for the trade that 
should iiatiiially come to us. And in 
this they cannot atl'ord to acknow- 
ledge their inability to meet the issue 
s'luarely, by adopting a measure that 
would put the matter into the haiuli 
of the county court two years hence 
which in all probability would decline 
to allow a vote to be taken iu the dis 
irlct, since not one member of the 
< ourt is a i-otideut of that part of the 
district outside of the city. 

Ill regard to the additional taxa- 
tion, there is no need to bo alarmed 
The bonds could be easily floated al 
4 per cent, and a levy of 30 cents on 
the $100 would pay the interest and 
leave llj.'iOO a M ar to f^d into a sink- 
ing fund Iu redui-in lliu Ixnuls al ma- 
turity. 'i'he rale of cily laxatiiin is now 
.|l.l)'), 1') cents of whii li is to pay the 
interest on the school honds. Ovci 
half of these have been called in and 
in two yi ars all of Ihem will be paid 
otr, so that the taxes will be lessened 
1.") cents hy ISSS. After one levy the 
rale would not be more than $1.80 and 
might be even lower, as the 
property will naturally enhance In 
value as soon as the road Is built On 
the other hand the benefits to be de- 
rived will be ten times as great (o 
eacli citizen as the increase of hi 
taxes. In coal alouo he will save 
double a* much .u be will pay for 
the road. 

Wo cannot see how any live, pro 
gresslve citizen should vole against 
the proposition. U'e cannot see why 
even the most cauiions linancicr 
should want a belter thing. We jiay 
nothing until we get tlic road ami 
then have a controlling voice in mak- 
ing its conlrai'ls, as Ihc estiinaleil 
cost ot Ihe (.'. & O. brani'li docs uol 
rcai h ^l.Vi.iKX), while the stock owned 
liy Ihc lily islo lie jiri feired llock to 
the amount of 175,000.

A high official of the L. & N., was 
in our city last week, presumably on 
Important business connected with 
the operations of that road. We un- 
derstand that some work was quietly 
loiio, by-the-way, with reference to 
the proposition to be voted on next 
Saturday, which was not intended to 
secure |votes for the proposition. 
While our people aro not ciieniies to 
this groat corporation, whose friend- 
ship to the business interests of our 
city has not been remarkable, it oc- 
curs lo us that its opposition to 
tho proposition, llioolijoct of wliicli is 
to secure a now railroad for llopkins- 
villo,l8 very suggestive, and tho note 
of warning sonuded by the Now Era 
of the 12th inst, wu Umely. It goes 
without saying that the L. & N. 
would not oppoee the building of a 
new railroad here If it would not be 
oompalled thereby to tadueeitsex- 
borbltsnt rate of chargoa, which have 
for years been saddled upon the trade 
of our city. 

Much less would this opposition be 
active if there were any reasonable 
prospect that tho new road would be 
a feeder to it While that corpora- 
tion may have the right to op|)ose by 
legitimate methods tho adoption of 
the proposition at tho polls, there 
seems to lio a general expectation, 
whether well founded or not, that it 
will try to influence votes by other 
than legitimate metliods. Wo hope 
that those evil surmises will prove 
to bo unfounded. AVe aro sure 
lliatluo citizen of Hopkiiisville, 
however much opposed to tho prop- 
osition, would approve of anything 
but a fair election. Tho proposition 
is a plain business one wliich is easi 
ly understood and is one Ihatad- 
. dresses itself to the Judgment and 
plaiu common aense of the people. 
We trust, therefore, that the first ef- 
fort iu any direction to qM(^ to un- 
fair aud unlawful methods io influ- 
ence the votes of any class of our cit- 
izens iu this matter will be detected 
and exposed.

If asked what measure could be 
adopted liy Cadiz through which she 
would receive the greatest bonelit, 
wo would say by securing a railroad 
connecliou with the outside world ; 
aud we now have an opporfunity of 
attaining this most desirable end, as a 
charter to build a rallroa^ from here 
to Hopklnsville has been granted. 
Ilopklnsvllle has realized the great 
importance of its being built, and if 
those with whom we talked last week 
in that city, are an Index to tho opin- 
ions and feelings of the others, they 
will vote the sum of $75,000, to aid In 
Its construction. 

Hopklnsville has oTily one railroad 
connection, and her citizens are pay- 
ing 12,'^ to lij cents ])er husliel for 
coal. They say a rival road will en- 
able them to save a snllicienl amount 
from the reduction in this one arti- 
cle of fuel, to more tliaii pay their rail- 
road tax— lo say nothing of the re- 
ductions iu other freiglils. If that ar- 
gumoiil iiolds good with Hopkiiisville 
wlial must bo the bonelit derived by 
us on tliat one article? 

Take for Instance a housekeeper 
hero who owns $1,000 worth of prop- 
erty inside tho corporation of Cadiz. 
He now burns 250 bushels of coal at 
a cost of 23 cents per bushel or 167.00. 
With a railroad it would cost him 
say centa per bushel— Just what 
our Hopklnsville neighbors pay, or 
for 260 bushels $31.60-a saving of 
$26.SO^nougb to pay your State, 
county and town tax, and enough 
over to takeau excursion to thoMam- 
motli Cave on the L. A N. Railroad. 

Ilopkinsvillo has seen the advant- 
age that the I. A. & T. Railroad has 
been to Clarksvilio, and realizes that 
tho proposed road from hero to Hop- 
kiiisville Willi the branch of tlie C. 0. 
& S. W., would bo more lo them than 
the I. A. & T. is lo Clarksville, and 
will not let this cliaiicc slip to •;cl this 
connecliou. At least she has devoted 
■tl.lKKI lo\vard.s having it surveyed to 
the county line and to tho C. O. & S. 
W. ; and sirould we not manifest 
enough interest and public spirit lo 
have the line surveyed lo Cadiz? Not 
only tliat, but wo should be willing 
to bear a proportionate partof tho ex- 
pense ill building the road. Cadiz 
should own and control stock In il, 
aud ahould have a voice in the direc- 
tory so that she can have some •voice 
in the rates on freights. 

Now, in regard to tbe Interrening 
country over which tbe road will 
likely be built, every man who has 
ail Idea above a printer 'can see at a 
glance that the road will add materi- 
ally to tbeadvanoement and develop- 
ment of the country through which 
it will be built; and hence should 
give substantial aiii and encourage- 
ment to tho cnleiprifc. If they can 
do nothing more, give the right of 
way, and save the company the ex- 
pense of surveying olherand rival 
routes, which railroad companies are 
often iu self-defense forced lo do 
where they come in contact with ob- 
stinate and sellisli land owners. 

W'c know lliat a railroad connec- 
tion with Cadiz has been so often 
discussed, and failed, that thoreare 
those who will say that this is writ- 
ton in the absence of some other and 
more entertaining subject It is not 
that; but wo firmly believe that we 
have now a good opportunity of get- 
ting a railroad. 

If Ilopklnsvllle should vote the 
$76,000, which she will likely do, and 
Cadis would raise $25,000, which it 
could do, and the country interven- 
ing should raise $50,000 ' more, by 
utilizing convict labor, in less than 
six months the road could bo built 
and equi|iped, snd tho directory could 
make an arrangement with the C. 0. 
& S. W., to run it— jnst as Elklon 
has an arrangoincnt with the Louis- 
ville & Nashvillo to run the Elklon 
& Guthrie branch— and tho stock 
would more than likely pay a divi- 
dend of 6 if not 8 per cent

urn TWAIN AS A FSIHTZB. 

Zh* Wain of To*Da^ and Ee of 
tUrty-dvtTunAgo. . 

rXew Tork Saa.J 

Mark Twain wa« one of the aHer 
dinner ipeakera at the ban<|uet at 
Delmoiiico's, New York, of the Tvpu- 
thellB aaaoclation, a club urweallliy 
printer* and publishers, ills lext 
wat, "The Coiiiposiior." This is 
what he said : 

"The cliainnaii's historical reini 
liiscciicoH of tiutenbertr have caused 
iiji' lo fall into reminiscences, for I 
iiiyseir am something of an aiilii|uity. 
[Laughler.] All things change in 
the pi«cessioii of years, and it may 
bo lhat I am among straugers. It 
may be that llic (iriiilcr of to-day Is 
not Ihe printer ul Ihirty-five years 
ago. I was no SI ranger to him. I 
knew him well. I built tho lire for 
liiin in the winter mornings; I 
brought hia water from the village 
jiump ; I swept out his ofllcc ; picked 
up liis Ivjic IVoMi tiiiilci- Ills slaiid; 
and, if hu was there to sec, I put the 
good type in Ida caae and the broken 
onot among Ihe Miellmalter ;' and if 
lie wasn't there lo see, I dumped it 
all with Ihe 'pi' on llic iinposiiig 
stone— for lliat was the fnrllve fash- 
ion of Ihe cub, and I was a cub. 1 
wetted down the jiapcr Saturdays, 
I turned it Sundays— for thia wasn 
lountry weekly ; I rolled, I washed 
the I'ornis, I folded the papers, I car- 
ried them around in the disagreeable 
dawn Thursday niorniu^s. 'The car- 
rier was then an object of inicrcsi to 
all the dogs in town. If he had saved 
Up all the bites I ever received, I 
could keep M. Pasteur busy for a 
year. I enveloped Ihe iiapers lhat 
were for Ihe mail— we bad llW lowu 
subscribers and 3o0 country ones; 
llie lowntubicribera paid in groceries 
and (he country ones In cabbage and 
cord wood— when they paid at all, 
which was merely sometimcH, autl 
. then we always stated the fact in tliu 
paper, and gave them a iniil : and if 
wo forgot it they stopped the paper. 
Every man on the town list helped 
edit the thing; that is, he gave or- 
ders as to how it was to be edited ; 
dictated its opinions, marked out its 
course for II, and every tinio the boss 
failed lo couucct, he slopped bis pa- 
Jier. AVe were just infcBted with 
critics and we tried to satisfy them 
all over. We bad one snhscriber 
wbo )iaid ca.sb, and be was more 
IriMilile lo ti.s Iban all Ihe rest, lie 
liought us once a year, body and soul, 
for 12. lie used to modify our [rail- 
tics every which way, and he made 
lis change our leligioii four times in 
five years. If we ever tried lo reason 
with him, he would Uneaten to slop 
his paper, and, of conisc, llmt meani 
baiikrnplcy and destiJictiuii. That 
man used to write articles a column 
and a half long, leaded long primer, 
and sign them 'Juniu.«,' or Veritas' or 
'Vox I'opuli,' or some other high- 
souuding rot, and, then, after it was 
set np, lie would come in and say he 
liad changed his mind— which was a 
gilded figure of speech, because he 
liadn't any— and order it to be left 
out. Wo couldn't stand such a waste 
as lhal. Well, we did have one or 
two kinds of 'bogus.' AVhenevcr 
there was a barbecue, or a l ircns, or 
a baptizing, we knocked off for half 
a day ; and then, to make up for 
short matter, we would 'turn over 
ads.'— turn over (he whole page and 
duplicate it. The other 'bogus' wn~ 
deep philosophical stud; which we 
Judged nobody ever read ; so we kept 
a galley of It standing, and kept on 
slapping the same old batches of it 
ill, every now and then, till It got 
dangerous. Also, in the early days 
of the telegraph, we used to ccoiio- 
ihlre on the news. ^Ve picked out 
the items lhat were pointless and 
barren of information, and stood 
lliem on a galley, and changed the 
ilales and localflles, and used lliein 
over and over again till the public 
interest in them was worn to the 
bone. We marked the ads., but we 
seldom paid any attention to the 
marks arterwai d'; so the lite of a 'td' 
ad. and a 'tf ad. was e(|iially eternal. 
I have seen a 'td' ad. notice of a 
sheriirs sale still booming serenely 
along two years after the sale wu 
6ver, the sheriff dead, and the whole 
circumstance become ancient lilstory. 
Most of the yearly ads. were patent 
iiiedicine stereotypes, and we used 
lo Iciice with them. Life was easy 
with us; if wc pied a form we sus- 
pended till next week, and we always 
suspended every now and then when 
the lishlng was good, and explained 
it by Ibe illness of the editor, a paltry 
excuse, because that kiudufapaper 
waajust aa well off with a sick editor 
aa a well one, and better off with a 
dead one than willi either of them, 
Ho was full of blessed egotism and 
placid self-importance but be didn't 
know as nnicli as a II ein iniud. lie 
never set any typo except in tho rush 
of the last day, and then lie would 
stnouch all the pociry, and leave the 
rest to 'jcir for solid takes. He wrote 
with impressive llalnlence and soar- 
ing confidence upon the vastest sub- 
jects ; but pulling alms gifts of wed- 
ding cake, salty ice cream, abnormal 
watermelons, and sweet potatoes Ihe 
size of your leg was his best hold. II 
was always a poet— a kind of poet of 
the carrier's address bi cud-iinil wbeii- 
cvcr his iiitellrct biippuiatcd, and he 
read the result to the printers and 
askeil for (heir opinion, lliey were 
very frank and straightforward about 
it. They genej ally scraped their rule* 
nil the boxes all the time be was read 
ing, and called it 'hog wash' wlien be 
was through. All this was thirty- 
live years ago, when the man wiio 
could set 700 an lioiir could put on 
just as many airs as he wanted lo : 
and if llicfc New York men, \vho re

Starting .rinii 
the" star, it sweeps away in a broad 
curve wliicli gra liially fades into iii- 
vis b'lity at a dislamv of some three 
ininiilcs of arc. It prmlnce^ llie ini- 
prc>sion of an cniu'inous cnrreni of neb- 
ulous matter rushing spindly into the 
flames of this di.stant sun, as if it wen? 

In some r.'- 
speels it iee:llls the :ippi';iralice tif III.' 
rildiatiiig streamers ami limners oi

The 
new nebula disc >verei| in Paris iliH'snot 
CM'Cupy the |)lai e of Teinpel's nebula, 
neither does il correspond lo Ihe nchubj 
of Jonuriit. Tho latter was near tlu) 
star Atlas, and Tempel's nebula ap|x>ar<i 
to bo connected with still another of 
these celebrated sister stars, Menxs 
That three of the Ploiadoa should bo 
surrounded by a nebnloDS mass oertain- 
ly adds stren^ to the liypotbe^s ol 
Mitehel licit die members oi this beauti* 
fill group are linked together in a sys- 
tem hy themselves, an assemblage of 
suns tying like an island ^oup in spticc. 

'llie most significant thing abo|)t the 
discovery of the Henrys is toe promiao 
it gives as to the future importance of 
photography in exploring the heavim.s.

Over 
thirty ye lis ago wlien there was but lit- 
tle if any ground dairy s.ilt in use, we 
rcuieiiihor that it w as the practice of the 
best butler makers in New York to roll 
common barrel salt with a rolling-p'n 
on n table in order lo make it line 
enough lhat it would not injure llio 
gra n of the biitli'r in w.rrk'ni;. W'c 
iiave Holed a great many liiiio4 since the 
injury the grain received SiUting and 
immediately working thereafter. Somo 
peoph' say there is no such thing iw 
grain in b iller. hut that it 
should la: called texture. It mattorj 
not what we call it so tlmt wo all 
understand alike what Is meant It 
is. hiiwevcr. very desirable (hat butter 
sliouhl have aclear, i'<Miipact, firm grain 
or tiixture. On such a consistency d > 
penils its rcjistanco to lieat, the rchm- 
tion of its flavor and its keeping iiiia!- 
itles. We want butler to keep long 
enough so (hat a family of five persons 
can get to Ihe iKittoiii of atwenly-poiind 
tub wllhoiil linding one-thinf of lliu 
butter so baclly olf-llavor as to be worth- 
ies- for the table. I'erfeet grain should 
lie waxy and hardly (jre:ijio n bright 
steel kiiifi! in culling it. Such grain 
shows .skill and gooil jndgiiKtiit in evei v 
slc)) of tlie way in itji working. It 
stands to reason then that the wurk'ng 
of dry salt into tho best grained biiltur 
in the world must have a grin<ling, ilis- 
iule;;rat n j eHecl on the bnlt-T, niakina 
il salvy and oily, uf luosc rather than 
llrin texture.

a UmpU Mathod of Which Blatr 
Can Avail llluusli; 

The plan of testing seeds by seeds- 
men before sending out Is more and 
more appreciated. In foot, before or- 
dering the yeac's supply, seedsmen now 
generally tost tamplea— at ioast the 
batter class of them do. It is no less 
csanntial that buyers test seeds before 
planting. This Is fairly acoompllshud 
by placing the s<>cds betweno folds of 
flannel or blotting-paper, and keeping 
them luoiat ami at a temperature 
sixty-live lo.se\enly degna-s r'ahrciiheii. 

For tenting seeds iu a large aud i-rit. 
leal way, oowever, many dilTereul 
plans have been devised. Perhaps tho 
most complete, insuripg proper wannih 
and at the samp time constant moi v.ure. 
Is that of a prominent seed lino of 
England. It may easily be applied to 
the testing uf seeda on tlio farm, where 
a considerable number of bamplos is re- 
quired to be testeii. Tho arrangement 
oonsUts of a wooden frame with sloping 
class covor, inside of which is fixed a 
shallow tank of water. In this lauk are 
placed bricks of the urdiu.tty sixo and 
uf a porous nature. Ihe surfaces of 
which stand well alsive the water, 
but in a |e)siiion Ui :iliM)rh .^tiilieieiit 
nioisliire to can.se gerniiiiation; and on 
these bricks the seeds being tested are 
laid. 

The surfaces of the bricks are divided 
into spaces sul'ieient to contain one 
test of (rum tw o hundred to three hun- 
dred seeds, and numbered for the sake 
of accura«:y in registration. The tctn- 
IxTatiirc is kiqit at about -.. i.nii rliv 
grees Fahrenheit, and at Ihi, )■ .11.1 (i .^u 
of clovers and some of the grat>.s seeds 
can be completed In from two to tbrue 
days. Its advantages are that seeds 
can be watched in the actual process 
of germination, and noo-gerumating 
■eeos examined (or the cause. The 
•ase with which a humid atmosphere 
and even temperature can be obtained 
and preserved when the bricks are onoo 
heated is apparent The regular sup- 
ply of the exact amount of moisture 
without its having to Im>. ap])lied by 
hand at alniost haphazard, as In the 
case o( tests iu suil, ami speed, ac- 
curacy and simplicity In working, ars 
also apparent.— CAicu^o Tribune. 



QRAPE MILDEW. 

illl»sl«al dl«a for tha Twtmil ml 

Two Vine DtwaMs. 

Prof Riley furnishes the results of 
somo of the Investigations which have 
been made for destroying grape mil- 
dew. 4f(cr pointing out the differenco 
between the two most commun forms 
of mildew, which require unlike trea^ 
meiit, he gives the following remedy 
which promiscji .siiccc!.ss in the tteat- 
uient o( the downy mildew {I'croiius- 
pora), which usually shows itself on 
tbe'under side of the leaves in the form 
ofl lUall patch of whitish down, the 
tissues o/terwani tM-eoming scorchi'd 
nnd turning brown as if sun-liurnt. The 
under side is finely sprayed with tho 
ordinary milk-kerosene emulston in 
eonneotlon with two to Ave per cent 
of cartwUe aeid and the same quantity 
of glyoerino, diluted with from twenty 
to My parts of water to one o( the 
omnlsions. But a more effectual rcinu- 
Jy Is slacked lime and sulphate of cop- 
per, applied ^1 June. This ))reparatiou 
is made by dissolving a pouna of sul- 
phate o( copper in a gallon of water. 
I'hcn. in a separ-.it.: vcs.sel, apply a 
quart or a little more of watiT to two 
pounds o( iinslacked lime, and mix tho 
coiibtnlM of tlie two vessels together, 
making a bluish thin ;>aste. Mix 
thoroughly, and iijiply lightly to tho 
leaves — not Uie fruit— with a small 
broom. .9a|]pBur (or this form of mil- 
dew has proved a (allnre. It Is devel- 
oped most in wet weather. 

'The other form, or [lowdcry mihiew, 
llourislK'fi most in dry wcnither. It is ex- 
hibited chiefly on the np]M!r side of tho 
leaf. ]>roducing a wliit<' powdery ap- 
pcirance. which is nineli h'ss eonsplci.- 
ous oil the lower siu faee. This (urm is 
less injuriuua tu our native grapes than 
to the Kuropean grape and its hybridi. 
Suliihur is the most efflolcnt romedy, 
ami Prof Kiley indorses the mode 
adopted by William Saunders, of Wash- 
ington, who uses a weak solution of 
lime and sulphur obtained by pouring 
water on lump lime, and adding one- 
fourth as much sulphur. This is 
sprayed on the vinos. The powdery 
nilldew is the Uncinula spiralia, and in 
its (^unidial (orni it is known oa Oidium 
luckcri,— Country (Icnlleman.
